The  diagrams  in  this  pamphlet  show  the  present^  reorganization  of  the  De- 
partment as  provided  for  by  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  May  .8  1919  The 
Department  is  composed  of  six  Bureaus,  centering  m  an  ^dnimistrative  othce 
Each  Bureau  is  in  charge  of  a  Director,  responsible  to  the  ^ecretar>  of 
Agriculture,  he  being  responsible  to  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  carries  on  the  work  of  the  former  Live- 
stock Sanitary  Board.  The  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  has  taken  over  the 
work  of  the  Economic  Zoologist,  with  an  enlarged  f.eld  of  activity.,  ine 
former  duties  of  the  Dairy  and  Food  Commissioner,  a  ong  with  kindred 
problems,  are  now  handled  by  the  Bureau  of  Foods.  Mmor  readjustments 
within  the  Department  have  brought  about  a  better  co-ordmation  of  its  work. 

This  reorganization  of  the  Department  into  Bureaus  <^efin.tely  outlines  the 
work,  and  provides  for  co-ordination  and  co-operation  ^^''^^  J/ 
State  College  and  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture.    Effective  plans  tor 
co-operating  with  these  two  agencies  are  already  in  active  operation.

9.  By  maintaining  eleven  field  districts  with  an  agent  in  charge  of  each  to 
give  prompt  assistance- 

Pennsylvania  cattle  are  valued  at  $101,500,000.00  and  hogs      $25  000 
The  greatest  losses  are  caused  by  abortion,  tuberculosis  and  hog  cholera,  ag- 
gregating more  than  two  and  one-half  million  dollars  annually.

6.  By  inspection  of  insecticides  and  fungicides  and  other  chemicals  used 
for  spraying,  treatment  and  control  of  insects  and  plant  diseases. 

7.  By  inspecting  apiaries  for  control  of  destructive  bee  diseases,  and  by 
encouragement  of  beekeeping  and  production  of  honey  and  wax. 

8.  By  field  surveys  and  investigations,  for  control  of  important  pests  such 
as  European  potato  wart  disease,  white  pine  blister  rust,  peach  yellows, 
European  corn  borer,  Oriental  fruit  moth,  cedar-apple  rust,  Angoumois  grain 
moth  in  wheat,  and  insects  afifecting  mills  and  milled  products,  greenhouses, 
field,  garden  and  truck  crops,  nurseries,  livestock  and  human  beings.

6.  By  co-operating  with  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Markets  and  the 
Bureaus  of  Markets  of  neighboring  States  in  order  that  marketing  matters 
may  be  dealt  with  in  a  more  uniform  manner  than  has  been  common  in  the 
past. 

7.  By  co-operating  with  Penns3dvania  State  College  through  its  extension 
service  and  county  agents  to  avoid  duplications. 

8.  The  greatest  markets  in  the  world  are  at  the  very  doors  of  the  farmers 
of  Pennsylvania.  Approximate^'  one-fourth  of  the  entire  consuming  popula- 
tion of  the  United  States  is  located  within  easy  reach  of  producers  of 
Pennsylvania.

1.  THE  BUREAU  OF  FOODS  is  established  for  the  important  purpose 
of  protecting  the  health  of  the  people  of  the  Commonwealth  by  controlling 
the  purity  and  standards  of  their  food  supplies. 

2.  The  protection  of  the  food  supply  of  eight  million  people,  who  must 
eat  to  live,  is  essential -^nd  requires  constant  supervision.  Every  law  enacted 
for  this  purpose  is  for  the  immediate  good  of  every  citizen. 

3.  Has  supervision  over  the  sanitary  condition  of  cold  storage  plants,  as 
well  as  the  wholesomeness  of  products  ofifered  for  storage.  Pennsylvania 
cold  storage  industry  approximates  an  investment  of  $75,000,000. 

4.  Supervises  the  places  licensed  for  the  sale  of  oleomargarine  in  order  to 
prevent  fraud  and  deception  in  the  sale  of  the  product. 

5.  Issues  fifty-seven  hundred  oleomargarine  licenses  annually,  together 
with  eighty  licenses  to  operate  cold  storage  warehouses,  and  twenty-five 
licenses  to  conduct  egg  opening  establishments. 

6.  Analyzes  approximately  six  thousand  samples  of  food  and  drinks 
annually. 

7.  Has  supervision  over  the  egg  opening  establishments. 

8.  When  the  first  food  laws  were  enacted  in  1895,  forty  per  cent,  of  the 
staple  groceries  were  adulterated  or  misbrandcd.  To-day,  the  percentage  of 
staple  groceries  which  are  unlawfully  sold  is  less  than  one  per  cent. 

9.  The  Legislature  of  1919  has,  by  several  specific  acts  relative  to  the  sale 
of  food  for  human  consumption,  strengthened  the  food  laws  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  Pennsylvania  to-day  has  the  best  food 
laws  of  any  state  in  the  Union.

1.  THE  BUREAU  OF  CHEMISTRY  legisters  annually  all  brands  of 
Fertilizers,  Lime  Products  and  Feeding  Stuffs,  and  issues  licenses  permitting 
their  sale. 

2.  Enforces  the  laws  regulating  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  Feeding 
Stuffs,  Fertilizers,  Lime  Products,  Linseed  Oils,  Paints,  Putties,  Turpentines 
and  Insecticides. 

3.  Collects  samples  for  analyses  from  selling  agents  and  dealers  of  all 
products  under  the  several  control  laws  and  inspects  methods  of  labeling  and 
sales. 

4.  Analyses  annually  approximately  4,000  official  samples  selected  by 
Special  Agents,  to  determine  correctness  of  guarantees  and  composition  and 
to  detect  adulteration,  and  special  samples  of  Feeding  Stuffs,  Lime  Products, 
Linseed  Oils  and  Turpentines,  submitted  by  residents  of  Pennsylvania. 

5.  The  annual  sale  of  Feeding  Stuffs  in  the  state  is  estimated  approximately 
at  1,250,000  tons,  having  a  commercial  value  of  at  least  $62,500,000;  of  Fer- 
tilizers, 350,000  tons,  valued  at  $12,000,000;  of  Agricultural  Lime,  300,000  tons, 
valued  at  $2,400,000- 

6.  Co-operates  with  County  Agents  and  other  Agricultural  Agencies  in 
supplying  aid  and  information  regarding  the  activities  of  the  Bureau  and 
the  enforcement  of  the  control  laws. 

7.  Co-operates  with  the  National  and  State  Associations  of  OfKcials  in 
the  establishment  of  uniform  methods  of  analysis,  labeling  and  definitions. 

8.  Communications,  requests  for  registrations,  analyses  of  samples, 
bulletins  and  information  pertaining  to  the  work  should  be  addressed  to  the 
BUREAU  OF  CHEMISTRY,  Department  of  Agriculture,  Harrisburg,  Pa.
